An analysis of the latest Interstate Commerce Commission 


figures on the annual accident records of all railroads in the 
United States, prepared by the Committee on Accident Sta- 
tistics of the American Railway Association, shows that fewer 
poeple were killed in 1920 than in any year since 1898.

report gives credit for this achievement to the combined efforts 
of the officers and employees of the railroads, the public and 
the press in systematic safety education.

UNCLE SAM AS EMPLOYER 


• The United States government is tiie 
largest single employer of men and 
women in this country. At the present 
time in the executive civil -'service of 
the Federal government, and exclusive 
of tlie army anil navy, tliern are em- 
ployed'approximately 650,000 workers, 
or one iu 73 of all residents-on Ameri- 
cap soil, ten years of ago or over, «n- 
gnged '» gainful occupations. A little 
while ago, when the number of fetlernl 
employees WHS eveft larger than it is 
now, 
one person out of every C8 in the 


United St.'ifes who had any sort of a 
job at nil w.-is working for the govern- 
ment. 
Those calculations are based 


on recent, estimates of the bureau of 
the census in anticipation of the re- 
sults of tlie fourteenth general census. 


I'rior (o tlie outbreak of the war, 


in 3f)14, the number of men and women 
in civil positions In the executive 
service was approximately. 385,630. In 
1016 It had grown to 398,832. In li)17, 
after our entry into tlie war, it wns 
•1.19,708. On June 30. 1010, the number 
was 707,448. The number on July 31, 
1!>20, was 601,116.

Their duties cover a range of activities 
tbHt far ercfierls that exercised for 
other jiiil)lic or private employers: for, 
besides its tusk of lawmakine and law- 
enforcing, of national defense and 
national finance, the government is 
charged with promoting the health and 
welfare of its people', of promoting 
their home interests, their agricultural, 
mining, manufacturing, shipping, fish- 
ing and transportation interest?.

Indians, 
and educate children

Alaska. It grants patents, of Inx-cn- 
tion, i|,^et* the clocks ot the conntiy, 
forecasts * the weather, and makes 
observations of the stare and heavenly 
bodies. It constructs buildings, docks, 
roads; "bridges,^Irrigation works,'buiMs 
canals 
and 
.aeroplanes,'"' makes 


ordnance and ammunition, clotting 
and other supplies for Its soldiers aud 
sailors. Jt. makes all. its,own money 
and does alj its own printing. It dis-- 
tributes all- mail and many package?. 


The government does everything 


that any employer In tlie United States 
iloes, in addition to n great many 
things that no other employer does.
